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Québec students benefit 



Tuition h ike for visa students 



CUP, Quebec Bureau 

Tuition fees for foreign visa 
students in Quebec with a full 
coUrse load will jump to $1750 
as of July first, according. to 
sources within the Quebec 
Ministry of Education. 

The sources said that Minis- 
ter of Education, Jacques-Yvan 
Morln will announce the fee 
hike this week. They added "as 
a result of differential fees for 
visa students, Quebec resi- 
dents' tuitions will probably be 
cut In half." Non-Quebec Can- 
adian citizens' fees will remain 
at the level they are now. 

"This will bring us into line 
with what is happening in other 
provinces and will end once 
and for all the system by which 
Quebec taxpayers are unfairly 



beearing the brunt for foreign 
students' education," said 
Jean-Francois Fuca, assistant 
to Morln. Fuca added that 
CEGEP fees will* not be af- 
fected. 

The provlnces-of Alberta and 
Ontario have already imposed 
similar differential fee systems 
for visa students. However, the 
increases are in the $300— $400 
range compared to $1000 here. 

Officials in the McGill ad- 
ministration said yesterday in 
an interview with CUP, that 
they are prepared to fight "this 
ignoble escalation which will 
surely turn McGill into a West 
Island commuter's school." 

A source close- to Principal 
Bell who asked not to be 
identified added, "The PQ 
government Is only trying to 



starve McGill into submission. 
They know very well that our 
enrollment and government 
subsidies depends upon us 
being able to matriculate stu- 
dents from all over the world. 
Do they still hate the Common- 
wealth that much?" 

At press time, CUP was 
unable to reach any residents 
of McGill's predominantly A- 
merican student ghetto. How- 
ever, several American staffers 
on the McGill Dally confessed 
they really had no idea of how 
they would be able to afford to 
return to McGill next term. 

One American Dally staffer, 
.Audrey Rock, added, "I've got 
to cancel my summer courses 
here, too. It's stupid to spend 
all that money just to go to 
school In Canada."

McGill professor 
in spy scandal?

McGill was linked last night 
with a plot "to restore capital- 
ism and spread havoc" in 
China. 

Professor Linn, of the East 
Asian Studies department ap- 
pears to be Involved and was 
even denounced personally by 
Radio Peking last night for his 
Involvement with "the gang of 
four." Linn is a connétable of 
reaction, a conf utlanist who 
peddled reactionary concepts 
under the guise of dialectics to 
mislead people," said the 
broadcast. 

Linn, who was reached at the 
Aerdflot office refused to com- 
ment on .the charges, stating 
that he was looking forward to 
seeing his former friend Wang 
Ming in Moscow. 

Professor Sam Newmoff, al- 
so of East Asian Studies said 
that he had suspected Linn all 
along: "That person always 
lacked a communist perspec- 
tive." Newmoff added, "He 
treated students too nicely and 



motivated them with marks 
thereby not putting politics in 
command." 

Dean of Arts Fogel, Inter- 
rupted during one of his noc- 
turnal saturnals, admitted to 
having been "hand In glove" 
with Linn. Fogel told the Dally: 
"Linn was hired to do just that, 
spread reactionary ideas at 
McGill to lay the foundations of 
a crypto-fascist coup' in our 
university." Fogel admitted his 
dismay blaming the failure of 
the coup to "crafty analists like 
Gotkind who can see a fascist 
where there Is one." 

Three members of the CLL 
(ml) were Interviewed as they* 
were removing their wares from 
the East Asian Studies Office, 
on McTavish. Carrying pla- 
cards, tracks and books, one 
editor of the Forgery, the CLL 
house organ, stated that "We 
can't leave our stuff there any 
more, lest Linn sell them to 
flnancehls feudal lifestyle. Any- 
way, the revolution Is.off for the 
summer."

Kingdom refuted the offi- 
cial's charges stating, "I don't 
know who signed the original 
order, but I don't care. If it 
works out well, then the 
machines will remain. All we're 
trying to do is work for the 
basic Interests of the stu- 
dents.i'

attendance to your courses," 
he lamented. 

In conclusion, Professor 
Mallowry stated: "After a ful- 
filling life devoted to scholar- 
ship, the Museum is the right 
place for me. I'm sure every- 
body agrees — above all my 
students."

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McGill Athletics in 
recruitment scandal

The McGill Athletics Depart- 
ment has been accumulating a 
slush fund, presumably for the 
purposes of assisting the re- 
cruiting of athletes for its 
intercollegiate teams. These 
revelations were made apparent 
to the Dally recently by confi- 
dential sources, inside the 
deparment. 

The. fund, believed to be 
motivated out of concern for 
McGIII's continually disap- 
pointing performances in inter- 
collegiate sports, will be ac- 
companied by discussions with 
the Registrar's Office for joint 
action with the Athletics De- 
partment on evaluating the 
admission of students with 
promising athletic ability but 
poor academic records. The 
Daily's source disclosed that 
the accumulation of the fund 



and the discussions with the 
Registrar are both well in 
progress and that the Athletics" 
Department has already ap- 
proached a number of "pros- 
pective students." 

Discrimination 

The discussions with the 
Registrar are believed to en- 
compass such matters as waiv- 
ers of the March 1st application 
for the fall term and of the high 
school leaving certificate as a 
prerequisite for acceptance to 
the university. 

The source added that Ath- 
letics Department has been 
employing the argument of 
unjust discrimination to back 
up their proposals. "They (the 
Department) seem to feel, " 
said the source, "that it's unfair 
for the university to prohibit the 
admission of students who 
would have as much, If not 



more, to offer to the school and 
society than any straight A 
candidate." 

The disposition of the slush 
fund or under what auspices it 
is being accumulated is uncer- 
tain at present. However, it is 
reported that Athletics Director 
Robert Dubeau was spotted 
recently at Moishe's Steak 
House presiding over an unof- 
ficial banquet honouring a 
number of local star CEGEP 
athletes. 

Another source added that a 
■new budget requirement was 
included in this year's esti- 
mates for a number of well- 
paying jobs starting this Sept- 
ember to periodically inspect 
the shower plumbing at Molson 
Stadium, the Currie gym, and 
the Winter Stadium.

I burned him inside, 
outside, and on the boards, 
made him look jlke a turkey» 
our team won, I was MVP, 
leading scorer, leading re- 
bopunder, and besides,' made 
him foul out/ Also, I'm a 
Canadian. So he gets the same 
contract as me, and he can't 
even speak French." 

When asked If he spoke 
French, - Hungar replied, "Of 
course, I can cuss out referees, 
order a beer, and lots of stuff. 
That's not bad for a kid from 
Westmount." 

Neither player has decïded 
which faculty to enroll In at 



McGill; they apparently have 
decided to leave the decision 
up to McGill coach Butch 
Staples. . 

McGill Athletic Director Rob- 
ert Dubeau refused comment 
on the status of. the two new- 
comers, but a source inside his 
office stated that they will be 
tutored by graduate students' 
no matter which field they 
enter, and that a contract with a 
term-paper, agency had just 
been signed by Dubeau. 

So, It looks like the Redmen 
have a good shot at repeating 
as QUAA champs this year, 
with the acquisition of these 
two standouts. However, Con- 
cordia'is rumoured to be going 
after the entire starting five of 
Power Memorial High School In 
New York City, and could put 
up a good fight. Should be 
quite a seasonl.

Slush or muck 

Dubeau, who took over the 
post of Athletics Director last 
December, denied the exist- 
ence of the fund arid the 
alleged practices when asked 
to comment. "What's this crap 
about a slush fund?" he said. 
"What are you trying to do? 
Rake up some muck?" 

It might be noted however 
that Dubeau, in an interview 
with the Dally earlier this year, 
had stated that the Athletics 
Department intended to engage 
in recruiting, though he gave no 
indication of what or how many 
resources would be committed 
to such activity. 

The Department's Business 
Manager, John M. Forsythe, 
took great exception to the 
existence of the slush funtl 
when asked by the Dally 

though it is believed that he 
either misunderstood the ques- 
tion or was evading the issue. 

"I'll have you know," said 
Forsythe, "that the ice-making 
equipment at the Winter Stad- 
ium is in perfect working order, 
and- furthermore has never 
failed us. We're very proud of 
our facilities and the way which

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they have performed." 

The Head of Women's Athlet- 
ics, Dr. Gladys Bean, claimed 
to know nothing- of the fund or' 
the recruiting activities, but 
remarked^'lt doesn't surprise 
me one bit. Men's athletics 
always receive more money, 
whether It's over or under the 
table. It's just another example 
•of how the women get screwed 
in favour of the men." J. 

Budgetary question 
Little Is known about the . 
source of money for the slush 
fund or how it is to be utilized. 
Unconfirmed reports have *H 
that there still exists a multi- 
thousand dollar budget item for 
the annual re-sodding of Mol- 
son Stadium. Questions ar& 
being raised about the implica- 
tions of this for the artificial 
turf which is currently installed 
in the stadium. 

Another source, has stated 
the slush fund will be used for 
tuition subsidies and cash meal 
allowances for piuspective ath- 
letic talent which can be drawn 
to McGill. It Is also believed 
that certain CEGEP and high 
school coaches will receive 
kickbacks for any of their 
current athletes they can con- 
vince to attend McGill. 

If this is so, a local bidding 
war with Concordia University 
can be expected to take place In 
the near future. Guy Delisle, 
Executive Director ot the gov- 
erning body Québec University 
Athletic Association (QUAA), 
refused to confirm whether the 
QUAA will attempt to regulate 
this bargaining process as in 
professional baseball. 
Rumours have<been circulating 
that a number of star CEGEF 
athletes have engaged agents 
to handle their pending nego- 
tiations and financial affairs.
